Borne federal deserters, rushed across 
the river to the United States today 
seeking protection from the battle of 
OJinaga. 
The savage

tween the rebels and federals was re­ 
sumed this morning with the rebels 
reinforced until they numbered sixty- 
five hundred. 


A military expert who has observed 
tho Ojfnaga operations 
through 
a 


telescope reported not 
few’er 
than 
seven hundred casualties 
oii 
both 
sides in todays terrible fighting. 
He 
saw' numerous rebels roll down the 
hillside under the federal fire. 
Both 
sides, he said, are wasting their am­ 
munition. 
Toward night the firing of the reb­ 
els slackened. 
This was followed by 
the silencing of the federal arms. 
The few shots that fell in United 
States territory did no damage. 
The border patrol and Red Cross 
people faced a serious problem in 
feeding the refugees. 
There is no 
shelter for those who waded through 
the river. A church and a few build­ 
ings here have been converted into 
hospitals.

rapidly than revenues, and there is 
no reason to believe that, unless th *.

iamette and turned over to the fed- 
eial authorities, who held 
him 
in 
ll0,000 bail on a charge of assault­ 
ing Captain Reiner on the high seas, 
with intent to murder. 
With him was brought Joseph T-ari- 
mie, a bricklayer, who says he is 
from Shelby, Ind., charged with be­ 
ing an accomplice iii the crime. 
He 
was held in the same hail. 
Neither 
man will admit that he knows the 
other. 
Nelson 
was 
arrested Wednesday 
night after a hand to hand battle in 
the captain’s cabin, which he had en- j 
tem ! muffled in a towel, wearing a J 
mown wig as thick as a thatch and 
is palpably false, a false mustache j 
and carrying an automatic pistol in 
lls outstretched band. 
Though a smaller, 
lighter 
man, 
Capt. Reiner fought the pistol away 
from tile grotesque pirate, who imme­ 
diately drew’ a double action revol­ 
ver. 
He was getting the better of 
the captain when two sailors and a 
steward rushed into the room, over­ 
powered Nelson and ironed him. I^ar- 
amie was standing outside the door 
while the fight was in progress. 
The Williamette carried $1,500 in 
cash to pay her crew’ of twenty-five 
and there wer£ twenty-five passen­ 
gers quartered aft. 
A launch follow­ 
ed the vessel, keeping distant about 
half a mile for some time, and Cap­ 
tain Reiner believes Nelson intended 
to rob the safe and hold up the pas­ 
sengers for their cash and valuables, 
and make his escape to shore in the 
launch. 
Elaborate notations of pos­ 
sible landing places, giving distances 
and compass bearings, were found in 
his clothes. 
So terrifying an apparition did he 
make in his mask and w'ig that the 
captain’s nephew, a lad of 17. burst 
from tho room and ran headlong to 
the 
forecastle, 
where 
inarticulate 
with fright he fell in a faint before 
he could make known 
his 
uncle’s 
plight. 
It was the noise of the scuf­ 
fle that finally drew’ the crew to the 
captain’s aid. 
Although admitting his identity and 
history of seafaring, Nelson says he 
is a private detective, and that he 
took passage on the Williamette to 
arrest Captain Reiner, for whom a re­ 
ward of $10,000 had been offered. Of 
course, the reward is mythical and 
the many crimes, none of them speci­ 
fied, which Nelson said the captain 
had committed, are unknown to the 
police. 
Nelson, 
in 
1907. 
acquired 
the 
schooner Hera at Tacoma and w’ent 
trading along the coast of Alaska. 
The Hera wvas wrecked, but Nelson 
will not tell when or where.
